Posse Gets Report Of Shots, 
Shouting Heard In Leek 
Springs Ridge Section 


Search for trace of James Mortimer, 
missing more than eight days on a deer 
hunting trip in the Cat Creek section, 
swung to the Leek Springs Ridge Tues- 
day morning on the strength of re- 
ports that shouting had been heard 
and several shots had been fired in 
that area on the day Mortimer disap- 
peared. 

Meanwhile, District Attorney Henry 
S. Lyon received a telegram Tuesday 
morning from the sheriff at Las Vegas, 
Nevada, reporting that the body of a 
young man found there on Wednesday 
of last week definitely is not Morti- 
mer’s. 

El Dorado County officials, hearing 
of the Nevada case, had sent pictures 
and a detailed description of Morti- 
mer to Las Vegas in an attempt to 
learn whether the body might be that 
of the missing El Dorado County man. 

The source of the reports which gave 
the posse, numbering approximately 
seventy, its clue that Mortimer might 
have wandered to Leek Springs Ridge, 
could not be learned Tuesday morn- 
ing. 

However, those in charge of the posse 
reported to Pacific Ranger Station that 
they had been informed that about 
11:30 on Sunday morning, October 2, 
several shots were heard in the Leek 
Springs section, fired with such rapid- 
ity that they might be taken to be a 
distress signal. 

At the same time, it was said, shout- 
ing was thought to have been heard. 

Whether the signals and the shout- 
ing may have been Mortimer’s frantic 
efforts to notify friends of his where- 
abouts, or whether they were incident- 
al to the pursuit of a deer by some 
other hunter was not definitely known. 

District Attorney Lyon, prior to re- 
ceiving the telegram from Nevada defi- 
nitely announcing that Mortimer’s de- 
scription failed to match that of the 
man whose body was found there, said 
that he had talked with the Las Vegas 
officers by telephone Monday night and 
doubted that the body could be that of 
Mortimer. 

The missing El] Dorado County mali 
had an appendicitis scar which was 
lacking in the description of the body 
found in Nevada. 

The offer of a reward of $1,000 for 
finding Mortimer alive or $500 for find- 
ing his body is reported to have at- 
tracted the attention of a number ol! 
woodsmen residing outside E] Dorado 
County who have written to various 
sources in Placerville asking for maps 
of the section in which Mortimer was 
last seen.

MOONEY LOOKS 
TO “POLITICS 


Preparedness Day Bomber 
Hopes For Pardon If 


Olson Wins Governorship 


SAN FRANCISCO, (lPi—Thomas J. 
Mooney, convicted of the Preparedness 
Day bombing here in 1916, turned his 
back on the courts today and placed 
his hopes for freedom on political or 
economic action. 

All court actions pressed in his be- 
half during the years he has spent 
in San Quentin Prison ended with the 
Supreme Court’s denial of a writ of 
certiorari to review his case, Mooney 
said through the Tom Mooney Molders’ 
Defense Committee, which has led or- 
ganized labor’s fight in his behalf. 

Two wires were sent by Mooney, one 
to his attorney, John F. Finerty, in 
Washington ,D. C., in which the Su- 
preme Court was denounced in scath- 
ing terms, and the other to Gov. Frank 
F. Merriam. 

The second wire asked Merriam to 
grant him an immediate public hearing 
and to make a decision on an appli- 
cation for immediate pardon prior to 
the Nov. 8 general elections. 

Merriam is one of six governors, all 
Republicans, who have been asked to 
set Mooney free. Several refused out- 
right and others failed to take action 
on pleas. The case has been fought 
through all the courts, at last winding 
up with yesterday’s Supreme Court de- 
cision. 

Mooney’s wire to Finerty, however, 
disclosed he was “absolutely opposed” 
to filing any other court actions. His 
opposition to further court action was 
taken to indicate that the now gray- 
haired, 55-year-old prisoner was basing 
his hopes for freedom on a pardon from 
Culbert L. Olson, democratic guberna- 
torial rminee, in the event Olson is 
elected. 

Olson was Mooney’s choice for gover- 
nor on the democratic primary ticket 
and has been quoted as saying he 
would free Mooney if elected.
